Cripple Creek. Colo., May l l . —Be­ 
ginning of work on the long projected 
Cripple Creek drainage tunnel was 
celebrated here Saturday by festivi­ 
ties participated In by the m ost prom! 
nent mining and business men of the 
leading cities In the state. 
Excursion 
trains from all parts of Colorado pour­ 
ed hundreds of visitors into the camp. 
There was general rejoicing through­ 
out the Cripple Creek district. 
The 
tunnel drain will perm it the opening 
up of virgin territory containing, It Is 
estim ated, over $200,000,000 worth of 
gold ore and prolong the mining life of 
Cripple Creek. 
About fourteen years ago W infield 
Scott Stratton, a Colorado Springs car 
penter, began spending his scant earn ­ 
ings In prospecting some outcroppings 
In the Cripple Creek 
cow pastures. 
On July 4. 1891. he located a claim on 
a vein which gave him rich assays 
and he called that claim the Independ­ 
ence. 
He subsequently located many 
: other claims In the neighborhood, and 
: % few- years ago sold his property to an 
English syndicate for $lo,0o0000. after 
I extracting many millions from It him- 
I self. 
In the succeeding years the 
Cripple Creek cow pastures w-ere tra n s­ 
formed Into a booming m ining camp. 
When the high grade ore bodies on the 
known veins had been extracted down 
to the 600 foot point, the w ater trou­ 
bles of the district began. 
A drain­ 
age tunnel was, therefore, contrived 
tnd eventually driven to cut the w ater 
courses of the district at a depth of 
600 feet, but that tunnel was not deep 
enough. 
The shafts soon reached the 
tunnel lev*-’ and w ater troubles were 
again m oo - feted. 
A fter m onths of 
Investigation. It was determ ined to 
drive a de* i drainage tunnel whlrh 
would 
drain the 
camp a t a 
great 
depth. 
The cost of such an undertaking Is 
enormous, 
approxim ating 
$IJK)0.000. 
The mine owners, the citizens of Color- i 
ado, and the railroads and sm elters, j 
joined forces and contributed to the 
raising of a fund a u f f t^ 'j^ i o driy* 
the tunnel. 
The work was started a 
few weeks ago, and Is progressing as 
fast as men and money can carry it . 
forward. 
Tho portal of the tunnel Is located j 
on the stream known as Cripple cre*-k. ; 
and is situated at an elevation of 8,020 
feet above sea level. 
It will drain ’he 
entire Cripple Creek 
district 
at a I 
depth of about 1.330 feet from the sur­ 
face. or 730 feet below the present 
w ater level. 
The district is drained 
at present by the El Paso tunnel 
which cuts the El Paso mine on the , 
west side of the district, (on Beacon 
Hill), at a depth of about 600 feet from 
the surface, and the V indicator mine, 
on the east side of the camp, at a 
depth of 1.275 feet. 
It will therefore 
be seen that the new tunnel will drain 
the Beacon Hill section at a depth of 
about 1,330 feet and the east side at a 
depth of about 2,000 feet from the sur- i 
face. 
The deepest shaft In the camp is I 
now about 1,500 feet. Tho new tunnel 
will, therefore, m ake available all the i 
way from 700 to 1,200 feet of additions 
ore bodies below the present water 
level and this will add millions In pro 
ductlon. 
The length of this tunnel from its 
portal to the main contact near the El 
Paso shaft at which point it begins to 
drain the district, is about 14,000 feet 
and figuring at the rate of $50 per foot. 
would cost $700,000 to this point 
To 
continue it to the Vindicator, a further 
distance of about 12.00U feet, as est! 
mated, would cost an additional $360, 
OOO. 
It is figured th at it will take about 
two years to dig to the contact and 
between one and one-half to two years 
longer to build the tunnel to the Vin­ 
dicator shaft, or a total of from three 
and a half to four y 
- 
construct 
the tunnel. 
But a l 
e 
be extracted from the upper aud re 
claimed levels. 
The m agnitude and im portance or 
this project can be best conceived by 
m eans of figures showing w hat it will 
add, in dollars and cents on the world’s 
gold production. 
The Cripple Creek district has thus 
far produced more than two hundred 
million dollars. 
During 1906 the pro 
d iction was nearly $17,000,000 and 
this rate of production has been stead 
Uy m aintained for years. 
It is esti 
m ated th a t the driving of the deep 
drainage tunnel will enable the Crip­ 
ple Creek district to double its pres 
ent record. 


Butte, Mont., May l l .—Patrol Driver J 
Charles Jackson shot and killed Harry 
Cole while the latter was attem pting 
to escape, and an incensed mob, led 1 
by brothers of Cole, made an Ineffect­ 
ual attem pt to lynch Detective Charles 
McGarvey, the crowd laboring und»*r 
the Impression th at It was th at offl 
cer who had done the shooting. 
Cole 
had been arrested by McGarvey on a 
forgery charge, and was suspected of 
being one of the two bandits who, sev­ 
eral days ago, held up th e North Coast 
limited on the N orthern Pacific at 
Welch 
Spur, 
m urdering 
Engineer 
Frank Clow and wounding Firem an 
Sullivan. 
Cole is a brother of George Cole. 
who Is now serving a fourteen-year 
sentence in the Deer Lodge peniten­ 
tiary for the robbery of the Burlington 
flyer near this city two years ago> 
H arry Cole has been under surveil, 
lance of the officers since the holdup 
of the North Coast limited, and Friday 
afternoon was taken Into custody by 
officers. W hile he was being sweated 
In the office of the police, Cole, It Is 
stated, definitely said th at he knew 
all about the holdup of the limited, 
and made a dash from the room, and 
ran down an alley leading from the 
polite station. 
An officer started for 
Cole, but tripped over the threshold 
of the door and fell. 
McGarvey fol­ 
lowed, and fell over the other police­ 
man. 
Patrol Driver Jackson, seeing 
th at Cole was about to escape, fired 
and hit the fleeing man in the back, 
killing him instantly. 
An 
Immense 
crowd 
im mediately 
gathered, and the Impression gaining 
ground th at McGarvey had killed an 
Innocent man, the cry w ent up, “Hang 
McGarvey!*’ 
Timothy Cole, another brother, and 
a 
cousin 
of the dead man took the 
I leadership of the mob, and with more 
i than 2,000 men, hastened to the coun­ 
ty jail, where they thought McGarvey 
was hiding. 
They attem pted to force 
their way through the line of officers 
with drawn guns. 
Inside the Jail were 
more officers arm ed with rifle 
r he 
mob secured a long rope fr< 'n a dei 
I rick used in the construct on of a 
building near by, and the shout was 
made to down the officers. 
At this point Deputy Sheriff Jack 
W yman stopped the leader of the mob 
! and told him that McGarvey had left 
I the jail, and that they were welcome 
to search it. 
This was done, no trace 
of the detective being'found. 
Mounting the steps In front of the 
court hous* Tim othy Cole made an im­ 
passioned exhortation to the crowd to 
avenge the death of his brother who, 
he declared, had been shot down In 
McGarvey in cold blood. 
As the dead 
man had worked In the mines, and 
many of the m iners knew him person­ 
ally. there were loud cries of approval 
with shouts of “Hang him to a pole 
and "Shoot him !" 
I 
Cole then made his way to the po 
I lice station, with the rapidly augm ent­ 
ing crowd following him. 
The mob 
soon reached 5,000 in num ber, packing 
I the streets for two blocks about the 
station. 
W ith revolvers draw n the of- 
fleers prevented the mob from search 
ing the police station.

W ashington I). C., May ii.-- East bulletin gave forecasts of 
disturbance to cross continent 10 to 14, warm wave 9 to 13, cool 
wave 12 to 16. 
N ext disturbance will reach Pacific Coast about 
15, cro>s west of Rockies country by close of 16, great central 
Valleys 17 to 19, eastern states 20. 
Warm wave will cross west 
of Rockies about 15, great central valleys 17, eastern states 19. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 18, great central val­ 
leys 20, eastern states 22. 
Unusually cool weather will I* the feature of absorbing in­ 
terest in relation to this disturbance. 
As the low, or storm center, 
approaches a moderate warm wave will come in but before and 
after that moderate warm wave it will be so very cool as to cause* 
alarm for the crops in middle latitudes. 
These middle latitudes 
center along parallel 40, southern latitudes 30 
northern 50. 
If the reader will keep in mind that these weather changes 
cross the continent from west to east in four or five days aver­ 
aging 400 to 600 miles in 24 hours; that a very large m ajority of 
the lows or storm centers, come from the north Pacific ocean, 
piss through Manitoba aud the Dakotas, then over the great 
lakes or swinging farther south about where they cross the Miss­ 
issippi river, or meridian 90, aud that nearly all these lows pass 
off the continent near the mouth of St. Lawrence river, then, 
with these facts iu mind, my forecasts can be more fully under­ 
stood and appreciated. 
W herever the storms mav be, all around the earth, they will 
assume a more radical character about May 12, then become more 
quiet till about 16 when they will again become strenuous caus­ 
ing great fluctuations and extremes. 
In the Missouri valleys and northward into Canada and 
southwestward into Texas, drouth will begin to alarm but the 
disturbance described above will bring some local lains in these 
sections. 
Drouth will also begin to affect the eastern states from 
North Carolina northward through New England and eastern 
Canada 
Some very heavy rains will occur in the upper Ohio 
valleys,’ South Carolina, Florida, Arkansas and middle Illinois. 
Elsewhere dry. 
. 
More than half the time no tropical hurricanes occur in 
Caribtjean sea and G ulf of Mexico during August to November 
but I am expecting them this year. 
I he king and queen of the 
solar system, Jupiter and Saturn, will each be near their equinox 
during the whole of 1907 and all weather features will lie more 
radical than usual. 
These equinoxes of the two great planets 
occur 
intervals of 59 years and that is the cause 01 the recent 
great weather events and seismic disturbances, sunspots and the 
unusual activities of volcanoes. 
In future bulletins I will give forecasts of these expected 
events more in detail. 
W e are also coming to a damaging local 
drouth and all who are interested in agriculture should give 
special attention. 
Not all of the continent will be affected by 
this drouth but it will affect prices of most of the cereals.
